BOLD INVADER 


Two Machine Gunners Slug Policeman at 


Warsaw, March Him to Police Station, 
Steal Four Bulletproof Vests and Two 
Revolvers and Speed Out of Town. 


WARSAW, Ind., April 13— 


(AP) 
— The search for John 


Dillinger, Indiana's notorious 
jail breaking bank robber, 
was concentrated in his home 
state again today following an 
early morning foray on the 
police station here. 


Two men who took Jud Pittenger 


veteran policeman, off his beat ant: 
forced him to accompany them to 
the station, were identified by the 
officer as Dillinger and Homer Van 
Meter, an Indiana parole violator 
and Dillinger associate. 
They fled from the station after 


Pittenger had escaped from them. 
Four bullet-proof vests and two re- 
volvers were taken by the bandits. 


Word of the police station raid 


was telephoned throughout 
the 


state and there began immediately 
a great concentration of law en- 
forcement officers in an effort to 
round up the gangster who gained 
his greatest notoriety when he 
escaped March 3 from the Crown 
Point, Ind.. jau with the aid of a 
wooden gun whittled out in his cell. 
At the time of his escape he was 
awaiting trial for the killing of 
Patrick OTVIalley. slain during a 
bank holdup at East Chicago, Ind. 


Banks Are Guarded. 


Capt. Matt Leach of the state 


police 
queckly moved as many 
patrolmen as possMe into the 
northern Indiana district. Police of 
upstate cities took special precau- 
tions to guard banks and at New 
Castle, where disbursement of a 
$300,000 Chrysler payroll was sched- 
uled a heavy guard was estab- 
lished, 
A report that Dillinger might 


have gone to a hideout near La- 
Porte caused a concentration of 
police squads there. 
It was the third successful raid 


on Indiana police stations attribut- 
ed to the Dillinger gangsters since 
the Indiana prison ureak last Sep- 
tember. The others were at Auburn 
and Peru. 
Pittenger said he had left a cafe 
shortly after 1 o'clock this morning 
and started south on Buffalo street. 
He said he heard someone running 
behind him. He turned around and 
was accosted by two men. he said, 
one of whom he recognized imme- 
diately as Dillinger. 
Both men carried machine guns 
aimed at him.

Intermediate System to 
Be Set Up to Carry on 


Farm Programs. 


COMPULSION IDEA 


IS NOT IN FAVOR 


Processing Taxes Likely 


to Be Continued for 


Some Time. 


WASHINGTON, April 13— t/P) — 


The farm administration has al- 
ready turned considerable attention 
to a semi-permanent program, but 
it gave consideration first today to 
plans for a single acreage reduction 
contract which would encompass all 
of an individual farmer's crops list- 
ed as basic commodities. 
When congress tossed into the 
administration's lap a new list of 
basic commodities, including beef 
cattle, barley, rye, flax, peanuts and 
grain sorghums, it was apparent 
handling them under the present 
system of individual contracts for 
each crop would be impossible. 
Later the farm relief program will 


emerge into a permanent plan of 
federal purchase, and 
withdrawal 
permanently 
from 
production of 


thousands of farm acres which will 
be returned to the public domain 
as parks, fish and game preserves, 
forests and erosion-prevention areas. 


Production Control. 


In the meantime, however, an in- 
termediate system must be set up 
to carry on present programs 
for 
controlling production and elimin- 
ating surpluses. 
The principle of compulsion is not 
heard frequently in discussions of 
the semi-permanent program, Sec- 
retary Wallace and his lieutenants 
being skeptical of the idea. They 
declare they will wait until results 
of the experiment in compulsion 
contained in the Bankhead bill to 
restrict cotton production are ap- 
parent. 
The probability that the process- 
ing taxes now used to finance the 
emergency program 
will continue 


for some time is apparent. It is

Bananas and Skimmed 
Milk Are Suggested as 
'Eat, Grow Thin' Diet 
BALTIMORE, April 13—Of)—Dr. 


George A Harrop, jr, of Johns 
Hopkins has worked out an eat- 
and-grow-thin diet. 


Bananas and skimmed milk are 


the answer. Moreover, the patients 
do not go hungry, the doctor says. 


As tried out at the metabolism 
clinic of the Johns Hopkins uni- 
versity, patients eat four to six 
bananas and drink three or four 
glasses of skimmed milk daily for 
two weeks. They lose 6 to 10 pounds. 
Then follows a two weeks off- 


diet period, in which they eat 
meats, fish, eggs and vegetables but 
refrain 
from fats and starches. 
Then back on the diet again for 
two weeks, losing 6 to 10 pounds 
more. Some, by following this alter- 
nating system, have lost 50 pounds 
in a lew months. 


For milder diets the bananas are 
Increased to seven or eight and 
the milk to four glasses. Dr. Har- 
rop, author of treatment of disease 
by diet, began the experineKt to 
prevent diabetes, not to reduce to 
waistbands, 
but 
on hearing of 


deaths from reducing drugs, he be- 
came willing to make his findings 
public. 


Coffee and tea are allowed, but 
not cream or sugar. It's considered 
advisable to drink large amounts of 
water. 


Senate Committee to

and munitions makers.

Storage Butter and 


Eggs Show Decrease 


CHICAGO. 
April 
13 — (AP) — 
Storage stocks of butter in the 
United States were reduced to 15,- 
352,000 pounds on April 1, a reduc- 
tion of approximately 160.000,000 
pounds since September 1, 1933. 
Stocks in storage last September 


amounted to 175,000.000 pounds. Of 
this amount, the federal eovern- 
meiit took approximately 5<f,000.000 
pounds for relief purposes, while 
110,000.000 pounds were withdrawn 
by commercial interests constitute 
one of the largest consumer move- 
ments of butter e\er recorded. 
The amount now in storage is 
6 097,000 pounds greater than a year 
ago. Of the amount left in storage, 
the 
government owned 
1.154,193 
pounds on April 1.

207,000 cases. 626.000 cases less than 
last year. Movement of eees into 
storaee in March was 1.117.000 cases.

Susie K. Ayers, the Supreme 
court found that Mrs. Branham had 
waited more than four years to be- 
gin her action to establish her claim 
to a part of the estate, charging 
fraud on the part of the attorney 
for the widow. 


The high court characterized as 


fraud a letter written to Mrs Bran- 
ham by the attorney, with the in- 
tent to deceive her concerning the 
provisions of her brother's will. Mrs. 
Branham was induced to assign her 
interest in the estate to the widow, 
as executrix, in March, 1927. shortly 
after 
her brothv's death. She 
claims she did not discover the 
fraud until a vear later, but the 
Supreme court found that she had 
ample exidence of the fraud several 
months earlier.

strations by go\ eminent employes 
against contemplated salary reduc- 
tions 
Police guards watched while 1,800 
government employes swarmed the 
courtyart and stairways of the main 
telegraph bureau at the noon hour. 
Communists among them shouted 
their hostility at the government 
and chanted the International. 
Andre Mallanne minister of com- 
munications, said the leaders would 
be punished. 
A stormy session between Pre- 
mier Doumrgue and representa- 
tives of war veterans failed to close 
the wide breach between his sug- 
gestion that their pensions be 
slashed 3 per cent and their stead- 
fast stand against a cut. 
The veterans stood firmly on their 
ultimatum tnat the government 
must clean up Prance before cutting 
their pensions and that they would 
do the cleanup work themselves tf 
the government did not. 
Louis Germain-Martin, minister of 


finance, demanded that the econ- 
omy program, which includes pay 
cuts 
for government employes as 


well as pensions cuts, should be fully 
effective It was rumored he had 
threatened to quit.

PARLIAMENTARY tangle, it is reported at 
Washington, may prevent a vote on the pend- 


-' ing bill to reimburse up to $2,500 depositors in closed 


banks, and in those institutions which reopened with 


f, restrictions as to the amount which might be with- 
i?' drawn from old accounts. 
£ 
The purpose of the measure is plain. 
| It is to place cash in the'hands of people to aug- 
* ment purchasing power, instead of waiting for the 
* slow process of liquidation of the institution's as- 
,-' sets. The exact sum involved never has been made 
'4 public by the comptroller of the treasury, if he pos- 
'; sesses the full figure. The bill embraces all national, 
' state, and private banks, however, so that the 
; amount would run into the hundreds of millions. And 
''. it would come from the federal treasury, the plan 
f. being for the government to take over the assets be- 
\, hind the frozen deposits and liquidating them over 


a long period. All deposits in banks closed on or 


" since January, 1930 are affected. 


The obvious dangers of such a step are apparent. 


* In practical results, it would make the government a 


guarantor of the assets, and in the end, if they did 
not pay out in full, the treasury would be drawn 
upon to meet the deficit. It would make the prin- 


", ciple embraced in the program of bank insurance, 
' which now is the law under the provisions of the 


Glass-Steagall act;, retroactive for more than a three- 
year period. Whether the treasury, already levied 
upon heavily for the emergency program, can stand 
still another burden of indeterminable size is a ques- 
tion of sufficient importance to warrant deliberate 
discussion and cautious action. 


Those who insist upon being cooly hard boiled can 


dismiss the issue with the curt comment that the 
government cannot play Santa Claus to everyone. 
There is a very human side to the proposal. Prob- 
ably, such action would react to the greatest benefit 
of one group which has suffered greatly as a result 
of America's economic collapse. That is elderly peo- 
ple, hundreds of thousands of whom had their piti- 
fully small savings tied up in banks which failed to 
weather the storm. For those people, except for re- 
lief and for charitable efforts, there has been little 
or no sunshine. With ten men for every job, and 
. with the trend in business exceedingly marked to 
V employ only youth, naturally the employer has chos- 
. en only those under sixty years of age. The plight 
f of the men beyond that remains a very sorry one. 


And in addition to them, with their responsibilities 
as heads of families, there are thousands of widows 
who would benefit greatly, if the small savings which 
t they had, and which were frozen before and during 
g the national bank holiday, were to be released. 
''- As it originated, the proposal was a part of the re- 
*.covery program. It was another of the steps taken 
'f to augment a nation's depleted purchasing power. It 
>• was not intended that the liberation of frozen as- 
3 sets should be undertaken as a measure of social 
Sj justice toward those who suffered through bank fail- 
iSures or through the impairment of assets in finan- 
tjcial institutions, due to the collapse of security and 
§ commodity values. 
3 And congress is forced to the realization that gov- 
* eminent cannot continue indefinitely the heavy drain 
;;on the treasury. The administration and congress 
|?now are asking if the stimulus so urgently necessary 
,/ a year ago has not been accomplished, and the coun- 
gitry back on its way toward recovery. They are com- 
£ pelled to question whether a further heavy levy upon 
ft the treasury might not react and in the end defeat 
^all that so much effort and so much treasure has 
; been spent upon. These are legitimate and real ques- 
.jtions. All reports of business and industry furnish 
^substantial grounds for believing the recovery pro- 
"gram has served excellently. The latest figures on 
5 retail trade, covering March, indicate an unprece- 
| dented gain of 33 per cent in sales volume. It is so 
fe- large that it could not be maintained, but it is rea- 
gsonable to expect that each month will witness some 
f slight increase, and each month will reveal a very 
| noticeable betterment over the same period of a 
;year ago. 
T The country is emerging from its gloom, Is forging 
.ahead, is making progress. There comes a time in 
^battle when it Is necessary to consolidate the gains 
g and to take pause before proceeding with a fresh ad- 
Svance. The situation with respect to this banking 
A measure is paralleled in many way in other govem- 
I mental activities. It seems sensible not to attempt 
^ to move forward too rapidly, to give the nation an 
. opportunity to readjust itself to new conditions, to 
-.: regain breath and strength for the next step. That 
; appears at this time to be the attitude of the presi- 
- dent and it will appeal to people as wise and sane. 


REASONABLE AUTO REGULATIONS. 


.: mfEMBERS of Lincoln's committee for the pre- 
,j ATm ventlon o' accidents are learning the same 


'-f lesson which has been impressed upon some of the 
£ congressional groups at Washington—namely, that it 
3 is just u well not to bite off too much at one time 
"i in undertaking to lay down rules and regulations 
* intended to govern the private conduct of citizens. 


The committee's decision to recommend some lib- 


eralization in the local vehicle traffic code, particu- 
larly by allowing cars to make Mthand turns from 
the righthand side of non-arterial streets m the 
residential sections, so that people may enter and 
leave their private driveways without driving two or 
three blocks ext*m distance, is eminently sensible and 
should by all means be carried out 


Of course, this modification of thr code win not 


relieve anyone of the consequence of negligence in 
failing to observe the regular rules of the road. 
Passing; traffic win still have the right of way, and" 
any person making a left turn to or from his drive- 
way wfli hare to look out for it. But when the street 
is dear and no risk to himself or anyone else is in- 
Tolred, there is no good reason why a driver should 
not be allowed convenient access to his own prem- 
Jsrs without observing such restrictions as are ad- 
mittedly necessary In «w busTness district. 


Although the prohibition against making soch 


, turn* S* now supposedly in effect, the regulation is 


violated every day by many citizens who are careful 
drivers, in fact, th«-e are numerous plam in Un- 
ooln where it would be virtually impossible for one 
to get in and oat of his own drireway in the man- 
ner now required. 


For Instance, a man living on a little side street 18 


feet wMJt b-tweea the curbs—only 2 feet wider than 


f an aUry—has to pan clear over to the opposite side 
* to make the turn entering his driveway. If he turns 


in from the lefthand side of the street h« is violat- 
ing the code; but if he comes from the other direc- 
tion and turns to the right he is compelled first to 
pull over to the wrong sldr of the street, which i» al- 
so an infraction of road rules. So, he is a law- 
breaker either way. But he must get in some way. 
The restrictive rule In such a case becomes an ab- 
surdity. 


Again, on some streets of normal width, the resi- 


dential premises are elevated above the pavement 
and have retaining walls at the curb. The private 
driveways are cut through these walls, which requires 
a driver to begin makine his turn some distance out 
in the street. Where this condition exists, the only 
practicable method of getting in is from the right 
hand lane across the street. 


It would be far better if traffic regulators would 


confine themselves chiefly to securing compliance 
with general highway and safety rules, observance 
of stop signals, enforcement of speed limits, insist- 
ence upon brakes and lights being in proper condi- 
tion, and the like. When they try to spread out and 
take in more territory they run into lots of trouble. 


AN APOLOGY NOW DUE. 


•PERHAPS the mayors of St. Paul and Minneapolis, 
*L 
who waxed so indignant when Attorney General 


Cummings made the assertion that their cities were 
hangouts for gangs of dangerous outlaws, will now 
offer an apology to the head of the department of 
justice. And perhaps they will not. When the exec- 
utives of the Twin Cities made their impassioned 
denials, the attorney general made no rejoinder; he 
just sent a flock of investigators and operatives to 
Minnesota and these have furnished the answer. 


It is disclosed that members of one of the most 


dangerous and most notorious gangs that ever oper- 
ated in the United States have been making their 
headquarters in the Minnesota cities, whence they 
issued for the purpose of carrying on their depreda- 
tions in various parts of the northwest. Their crimes 
have consisted of bank robberies, kidnapings, mail 
robberies and other desperate offenses and it is 
charged that they have been guilty of a number of 
killings. 


The federal men claim that they have confessions 


which will enable them to fix responsibility for var- 
ious major crimes on the persons who committed 
them, and it is expected that these will be speedily 
rounded up. The outcome of the investigation that 
has been going on since the Bremer 
kidnaping is 


surprising to no one in this part of the country, ex- 
cept perhaps to the officials of the cities where it has 
been going on. 


Law enforcement officials all over the central and 


northwest have known for years that a gang of crimi- 
nals made their headquarters in the Twin Cities. So 
well known was this fact that whenever securities 
were stolen it was considered quite certain that ne- 
gotiations for their return would be opened from 
there, and in a large number of cases this was true. 
Nor was it surprising when a part of the money paid 
for the Urschel ransom was found in the cities where 
the federal government has of late been gathering 
evidence. 


When Attorney General Cummings said that a 


cleanup was needed in the Minnesota cities, he evi- 
dently made up his mind that his department' could 
do a better job of cleaning than could be done by 
any other, so he got busy. Results seem to have jus- 
tified him in his conclusion. His men have done an 
excellent job and are deserving of the highest com- 
mendation. 


ILLINOIS STEPS FORTH. 
HOW much significance should be attached to the 
primary election results in Illinois will be a 


matter of dispute between democrats and republicans. 
The latter will be inclined to scoff at it and to at- 
tribute the astounding increase in the vote cast by 
the rival party .to a reflection of local conditions 
without any bearing upon national affairs. The 
democrats will hail it with joy and glee. 


But it is not possible to view results in a state 


which has been the keystone of western republican- 
ism, which drew from the tomb of Lincoln at Spring- 
field inspiration and strength, without concluding 
that Mr. Roosevelt still retains a remarkable hold on 
the American people. The full extent of the election 
can be appreciated only by comparison. Two years 
before the close of the Hoover regime, in 1930, the 
republican majority in Illinois exceeded 1,100,000. 
With national elections impending in 1932, with the" 
Roosevelt tide in the making, the Illinois republicans 
still polled 500,000 more primary votes than the 
democrats. On last Tuesday, the aggregate demo- 
cratic vote exceeded the republican by 60,000. 


In the congressional contests, equally impressive 


evidence accumulated. Speaker Rainey, against whom 
a stout fight was waged, and who was assailed as 
a humble water carrier for the brain trust, was re- 
nominated by the lopsided majority of 6 to 1. A 
democratic congressman-at-large, who has 
fought 


the Roosevelt program, was defeated for renomina- 
tion by a vote of 3 to 1. A republican congressman, 
who had back of him his regular party organization, 
and who faced an assault by Secretary Ickes, was re- 
jected by republican voters. 


All this may mean little or much, but the presi- 


dent, returning from a vacation, could be forgiven if 
he read into it a remarkable endorsement of his 
splendid fight.

Washington and the

collective bargaining guarantees of the NRA, the 
American Federation of Labor alone added two mil- 
lion members. Total enrollment in organized labor 
is now over the five million mark. 


Cnquestfojnably. labor is headed for more powe». 
1-ne real question is. what win happen afterward? 
The trend of modem government is to give extra 
consideration to the -roder-**." Labor has claimed 
this role in the United States for many decades, but 
soon must discard that pretense. What then? 
The experience of other countries offers a moral 
if not a lesson iw American labor. In Germany, 
organized labor not only won lust recognition, but 
wielded great power, it allied U<elf with socialism, 
and when the nasis assumed power, organized labor 
was crushed more thoroughly than any of the other 
-enemies" of Hitler. 
The Italian fascists hare also suppressed independ- 
ent labor organization. In France, the crisis is near. 
There labor still is In power, with stormy days be- 
hind and in front of it. 
Fnclish labor dominated 
the government unti) 
economic crisis split unionist ranks, and some of its 
createst leaders departed to the nationalist coali- 
tion. 
None of this is intended to mran that labor does 
not dcjwve.a voice in government as well as riehts 
for itself. But modern historv afford," the warn- 
.ng that undue privilege* for either labor or capital 
spril trouble, M>J3T. economic society demands 
balance, 
It may be just for the labor pendulum to swing 
towards recognition now. But It might be to labor* 
own interest to keep that increment under scone con- 
trol, if H gets too powerful, labor, instead of c«P>- 
tal. may be the next victim of governmental hog-

What do you suppose 
Christ would say about these in- 
stance of injurious wealth and 
deadly poverty? 
It is no use trotting out the hoary 
apologies that hitherto have been in- 
voked to silence the insistent de- 
mands of a more moralized social 
conscience. A deal of the chatter 
about big ability and big bonuses ib 
sheer sophistry in def?nse of greed. 
The New Testament bids us bear 
one another's burdens. I plead for 
the lessening of the loads of rich 
and poor by a more equitable distri- 
bution of the national income. The 
general average of peace and hap- 
piness of all 
worthwhile people 
could be tremendously increased by 
that policy. 
No sensible American desires prop- 
erty's confiscation. Neither does it 
desire Lena Hoose to stick her head 
in the oven and die to give her hus- 
band and children a chance to live. 
Henry the Fouith of France said it 
was his embition to have a fowl 
boiling in every peasant's pot, and 
Henry knew a thing or two about 
wise government. 
The middle class in our country is 
its hope because religion and morals 
have more control over this group 
than any other. They can mediate 
if they will between the afflicted 
rich and the destitute who are des- 
perate. 
I submit they are doing 
this, and that today more Chris- 
tianity is injected into our political 
and social conditions than these 
have received for a long time.

ANSWER. 
I am by no means prejudiced 
against needed changes in the league 
or amendments 
to the covenant. 
But Mussolini's proposals do not in- 
spire much 
confidence. 
"When 
Italy, Japan 
and 
Nazi Germany 
stand together the most charitable 
among us cannot feel altogether 
unsuspicious." 
So says Professor 
Gilbert Murray, and every true 
friend of the league will agree with 
him. 
These powers seem to want a loose 
council of their own number, un- 
hampered by the protests of the 
smaller nations, which, if they so 
wish they can override or ignore. 
Under such an arrangement Italy 
could act in Corfu and Japan in 
Manchuria without hindrance, and 
Germany would be free to push 
Hitlerism to the limit, if it has 
any. 
If the league, the covenant or any 
similar 
protocol, or instrument 
simply maintains outgrown stand- 
ards of political morality they will 
conduce to international anarchy. 
Why should any national govern- 
ment desire the scrapping of the 
covenant? Its main purpose is to 
protect the rights of all the powers, 
both small and great. Those whose 
ambitions cannot be satisfied within 
its limits will, if allowed to wreck 
the covenant, only precipitate an- 
other war.

on the nervous patient has a logical 
alibi for the symptoms, and derives 
great satisfaction in elaborating in 
extremely technical language just 
why the symptoms occur and per- 
sist. 
A safe and logical procedure is to 
explain first that while no organic 
disease has been found, it is recog- 
nized that the symptoms are real to 
the patient, but are brought about 
bv an over-development of the emo- 
tional centers and not by organic 
disease. Often the abnormal emo- 
tional state is produced by fear, 
anxiety, worry or initiated by some 
trivial organic disease which has 
long since passed away. 


The problem is not so simple as it 
mav appear, and failures are com- 
mon. Every physician develops his 
individual technique of handling 
these problems, and it would help 
tremendously if all physicians were 
tectful and sympathetic, yet stayed 
entirely within the bounds of strict 
fact and refused to be a party to an 
alibi 


In many organic diseases the pa- 
tient may remain a passive spectator 
and the disease be completely eradi- 
cated. Not so •with functional dis- 
eases. Here, as in no other branch 
of healing, is it so necessary lor the 
patient to become an active player 
in the game. 


There must be a desire to recover 


normal control of one's own nerves. 
There must be a willingness to take 
all the bumps and bruises. This at- 
titude •will first be manifested bv a 
candid admission that the emotional 
centers are the cause of the trouble. 
an-J an active effort made to put 
on the brakes when necssaiy. 


The symptoms, severe though they 
mar b».~ must be minimized and not 
magnified. Complete]- icnore thrm 
] whenever possible. It is easy to look 
{lightly upon manv aches and pains 
' if we are thoroughly convinced they 
will not do us wrrmancm damage. 
Bv following this simple rule a creat 
improvement is iirunedla'/cly appar- 
ent, and the sufferer soon realizes 
that for Uif first time reason and 
not worry sits in the driver's scat 
i The road is not smooth, and the 
] sufferer will be assailed with doubt* 
and fears -whenever a temporary 
looseness of the brakes occurs. Faith 
in one's own abilirv to do whatever 
others have done ju»d prove oneX 
•worth to sodetv. will heJp a great 
df al in re-establishing confidence in 
one's own machinery.

THE MASSACRE OF HONOR- 


TRICKS. 
Even great honor strength, per- 


haps including high-card tricks in 
trumps, does not form the basis of 
a good penalty double against freak- 
ish and unusual distribution, as two 
players learned to their sorrow in 
a recent rubber game at Crock- 
ford's club, New York. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the possession of even 
the ace and king of trumps is not 
ordinarily a sound basis for a pen- 
alty double of a contract of four, 
because it is quite fair to assume 
that the opponents, who have bid 
without these cards, have other dis- 
tributional values to offset the fact 
that they do not have first and 
second-round control of the trump 
suit. However, it must be conceded 
that east and west, with a total of 
more than five honor-tricks be- 
tween them, could not be accused 
of undue optimism in thinking that 
they might defeat the game ron- 
tract undertaken by their oppo- 
nents, whose values were mostly 
distributional.

TELLS NEED OF 
WHEAT PROGRAM 


Brokaw Points To Huge 


Carryover As Fact 


To Be Noted. 


Commenting on the reopening of 


the wheat program in Nebraska, W 
H. Brokaw, director 
of extension 


service, pointed out that where nor- 
mally Nebraska had approximately 
34 million acres producing between 
55 and 56 million bushels of wheat 
annually, the acreage seeded this 
year is 13.4 less under the agri- 
cultural adjustment administration 
program, and the average yield will 
be about 42 million bushels. 
"Nebraska has an active interest 


in the wheat situation." Brokaw de- 
clared. "There are still 800 million 
bushels of carryover wheat on hand 
in the world. And as compared with 
an average export of 155 million 
bushels for the past ten years, our 
ctunry will export only about 40 to 
47 million bushels during the year, 
ending June 30, 1934." 


Large Carryover. 
The extension director also pointed 


out that on July 1, 1934 the car- 
ryover in the United States wul 
probably be from 250 to 285 million 
bushels, about twice the normal car- 
ryover. "While," Brokaw said, "the 
1934 acreage for harvest with aver- 
age yields for spring wheat may 
produce about 700 million bushels, 
which is a material reduction from 
860 million bushels, the average 
for the past few years, we cannot 
overlook the fact that the annual 
disappearance of wheat in this 
country amounts to only 650 mil- 
lion bushels." 
Brokaw pointed out that the 
wheat grower who signs a contract 
is assured parity price on 54 per 
cent of the average crop he pro- 
duced in the base period, 1928 to 
1932. Since he gets three payments 
for two crop reductions, and since 
he reduces his acreage, he will actu- 
ally receive parity price on more 
than 54 bushels out of every 100 he 
produces in 1934 from a yield sim- 
ilar to that of his base period. The 
contract signer will sell his wheat 
on the open market, but his bene- 
fit payments will add to his return 
from the crops of 1934 and 1935. 
m the meantime, wheat checks 
are still being received in many Ne- 
braska counties. "During the past 
week," Brokaw said, "Nebraska 
fanners in 11 counties received $5,- 
451.20 in wheat checks according to 
our reports. This makes a total of 
nearly $60,000 sent into the state in 
the form of wheat checks during 
the last two weeks."

On the President's Train 
Fishing and Thinking 
Plans Ahead 
He Looks, Feels and Is Well 
By ARTHUR 
BRISBANE 


This is written on a special train, 


carrying back to Washington, Pres- 
ident Roosevelt 
from his 
short 


fishing trip on Vincent Astor's boat, 
Nourmahal. 


The president, apparently not 


superstitious or a believer in "hoo- 
doos." landed from the Nourmahal 
at Miami, disregarding the un- 
pleasant incident of about one year 
ago, and advice of friends to board 
the tram at Jacksonville. 
He would not adopt a course that 
might seem to indicate lack of con- 
fidence in a friendly city. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the president does not 
waste much energy on being afraid 
of things. 
He rode through the city, from 
the dock to the railroad station, In 
an open car, smiling and raising 
his hat, as he passed slowly be- 
tween the cheering crowds that 
lined the streets. 
By the way, he saw a city hap- 
pier, and 100 per cent more pros- 
perous than the Miami of last 
year. 


Vincent Poseidon Astor, the mid- 


dle name comes with the yacht, 
bade farewell to the president at 
the railroad station, not far from 
the water's edge, every well regu- 
lated Poseidon being supposed to 
stay near the water. 
The rest of the party are on this 
train. Including General Johnson, 
the NBA "high muck-a-muck," and 
Donald Richberg. NBA's legal ad- 
visor and 
sworn enemy of all 


"stuffed shirts" that would ham- 
string, betray, belittle, and under- 
mine the new era. 
What Mr. Richberg says of those 


stuffed shirts reminds you of Vil- 
lons poem denouncing those qui 
malvoudraient 
au 
royaume 
de 
France "that would wish evil to the 
kingdom of France." Villon did his 
best, but Richberg's style Is the 
more vigorous. 


At the station, cameramen, stand- 
ing on high trucks, were grinding 
out moving and talking pictures, as 
the president turned round on the 
rear platform, good naturedly, smil- 
ing at an old lady who shouted, "I 
•want to see the president, can't I 
see him," she saw him, and saw a 
man in good health, with powerful 
wide shoulders, concentrated blue 
eyes, and a head so big that even 
the late Bourke Cockran's hat 
would probably sit wobbling on the 
top of it. Cockran wore a number 
eight. 


In Atlanta recently a business 


man who was asked "how do you 
feel about the president in Georgia" 
replied "anybody with anything to 
say against Roosevelt here might as 
well shoot himself and save some- 
body else the trouble." 


If you could see these railroad 
station crowds, the women espe- 
cially, you would know how these 
people feel about the president. 


Colored men and women come 
eagerly to meet the train, including 
the old that probably never expect- 
ed to feel enthusiasm for a demo- 
crat. They have a reason. A little 
while ago, a majority of them were 
idle and worried about. food for 
their children. Such unskilled work 
as they could get was paid U cents 
an hour, $1.20 for 10 hours. 


On the train the president talked 
to the regular newspaper 
men, 


young, eager, crowding around him, 
nine In a small room, with M. H. 
Mclntyre, the president's secretary, 
as shepherd of the flock. The pres- 
ident answers every question, with- 
out stopping to think it over. 
There is only one answer in di- 
rect dealing. 
The rule is that a direct quota- 
tion, putting .words In the presi- 
dent's mouth must be submitted 
before publication. Indirect quota- 
tion is not restricted, and the pres- 
ident knows he can trust the 
newspaper men. individually and 
collectively, as to accuracy.

Benefits Will Be Reduced. 


However, as prices of farm pro- 
ducts advance toward the level of 
pre-war parity—set as the objective 
in the present 
programs—benefit 
payments will be auton atically re- 
duced, since their purpose is to raise 
the income level of farmers to the 
pre-war figure. 
Thus economic pressure would be 


brought to bear for the formulation 
of the permanent program to hold 
market supplies of farm products 
down to the level of domestic con- 
sumption plus the amount for which 
a market can be found abroad. 


Modification of the present pro- 
gram will present many problems of 
formulation and administration, of- 
ficials concede, but will mean a 
simplication of the work of every- 
one concerned with application of 
the adjustment act. 


Relatively Easy Task. 
"Preparation of the blanket con- 
tract will be relatively easy com- 
pared with our work of setting up 
the original program since we now 
have the machinery and the men to 
handle it," one official said. 
The chief saving under the plan 


will be in the time of county pro- 
duction control committees who will 
supervise the details of contract 
signing and application and the 
contract signers themselves, admin- 
istration executives said. 
The blanket contract will call for 
but one set of figures on a farmer's 
production, one county comittee and 
will probably provide for one single 
benefit payment, probably to 
be 
distributed in two checks, one very 
shortly after the contract is signed 
and the second after compliance 
with its terms is assured.

"I feel that I can accomplish 


•some beneficial things for the peo- 
ple of Nebraska through service in 
the United States senate," the gov- 
ernor declared, "and for that rea- 
son I intend to run for that office.

"I have delayed giving out a 
platform statement because some 
very important bills are pending in 
congress which vitally affect the 
welfare of Nebraska and its peo- 
ple, involving steps that should be 
taken toward the restoration of na- 
tional prosperity. 
I am in hope 
that action will be taken settling 
these matters in the right way so 
that it will n9t become necessary 
for me to discuss them in the 
course of my campaign. 


Asks Bonus Payment. 


"One of these is cash payment of 
the bonus due World war veterans, 
already passed by an overwhelming 
vote in the house and now held up 
in the senate. This bill would bring 
into immediate circulation two and 
a quarter billion 
dollars of new 


money which is badly needed to get 
business going all over the United 
States. It should be quickly passed 
by the upper chamber. 
"I also favor immediately pas- 
sage of the McLeod bill, which au- 
thorizes payment of depositors in 
all failed national and state banks, 
the government to take over their 
assets and reimburse itself by dis- 
posing of them 
over a period of 


years. 
"This measure, like the soldier 
bonus, would distribute new money 
to all parts of the 
country and 
place it in the 
hands of people 


whose purchasing power has been 
suspended. The inability of these 
people to buy what they need has 
been a great factor in unduly pro- 
longing the depression. 
"I sincerely hope that no parlia- 
mentary sharp practice will be em- 
ployed in congress to prevent its 
members having an opportunity to 
vote upon the McLeod bill, or that 
obstructive or dilatory tactics will 
be used to defeat its passage." 
In response to a suggestion that 


the bill had 
already been side- 
tracked in the house by the bank- 
ing committee's 
action. Governor 


Bryan said: 
"Yes, I know that, but perhaps 
enough pressure can be applied to 
induce the committee and house 
leaders to undo what they have 
done and let the bill come to a 
vote. 
"I think the payment of bank de- 
positors would be much more busi- 
nesslike procedure on the part of 
the government than the methods 
it has used in distributing so-called 
work relief and CWA benefits, al- 
though these activities are impor- 
tant as temporary expedients while 
permanent plans for national re- 
covery are being worked out. As- 
sets of the banks, turned over to 
the government, would in time re- 
pay its advances to the depositors; 
and the immediate effect would be 
to put hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars into circulation thereby, stim- 
ulating and hastening business im- 
provement throught the naton."

A man identified as John Dillinger 
led a machine gun raid on the War- 
saw police station today, slugged a 
policeman, stole four bulletproof 
vests and two revolvers and got 
away. 


Jud Pittinger, the slugged poHce- 
man, said he was "quite positive" 
that one of the two raiders was the 
Indiana "wooden gun" despera^J- 
He recognized the other from pho- 
tographs as Homer Van Meter, 
paroled Indiana 
convict and a 
member of Dillinger's original gang 
of bandits. 
The raid, the third such foray in 
small Indiana cities credited to Dil- 
linger's mob, put police and bank 
officials on edge. Similar raids at 
Auburn and Peru last October pre- 
ceded bank robberies at Green- 
castle and East Chicago, Ind., and 
Racine, Wis. 
Struck On Head. 
Pittinger said the two criminals 
hit him on the head in an alley 
near the station. At machine gun 
point, they forced him to walk to 
the station, on the second floor of 
the fire house, and open the case in 
which the arms were kept. 
While they were choosing the 
vests, he said, he broke away and 
ran. The two pursued him for a 
short distance, but then returned to 
their black sedan and sped out of 
town. Paul Hodges, city fireman, 
awoke in his quarters downstairs 
just in time to see the raiders leave. 
There seemed no doubt in Pit- 
tinger's mind that the leader of 
the bandits was the notorious out- 
law 
whose "wooden gun" escape

On Monday he was re- 
ported in a similar car at Pittsburgh, 
Pa., and It was determined the ma- 
chine was purchased for cash at 
Indianapolis last Saturdav by a wo- 
man said by tne salesman to re- 
semble Evelyn Frecnetti, alleged 
Dillinger gang associate, now under 
arrest at Chicago. 
The Auburn and Peru police sta- 
tion raids last October came a lew 
days after the delivery of Dillinger 
from jail at Lima.

some factor. The president has said 
the excise impost on oils violates 
the Philippine indenendence bill. 


New Strikes Threaten. 
More trouble is on the adminis- 
tration horizon at Detroit, where 
the automobile industry is threat- 
ened fay strikes. Just before he de- 
parted, the president brought the 
workers and employers together but 
differences have arisen that fore- 
trode serious consequences. 
These are only a few of the things 
he may want to look into. A senate 
committee has approved a revised 
silver aid bill, upon which many be- 
lieve the white house will frown. 
The Bankhead cotton control bill 
has been considerably revised, and 
an effort is afoot in the house to 
get action on an administration- 
opposed closed bank payoff bill. 
Trouble is stirring also over the 
commodity exchange regulation bill.

Included in the summaries is in- 
formation on the total food costs;

vidual; cost of family shelter va- 
rious operating costs and various 
kinds of development expenditures 
which are 
influenced by age of 
family members, health and person- 
al desires. 
Returns from a questionnaire sent 


out bv Miss Smith, show that the 
majority of the women keeping 
books felt that it gave them a bet- 
ter appreciation of things provided 
by garden and farm products. Oth- 
ers answered that it showed the im- 
portance of regular small saving and 
helped to show up mistakes in buy- 
ing. One woman wrote that it en- 
couraged more "scotch." while an- 
other evidently copying after Ne- 
braska's program said that it en- 
couraged one to pay as you go.'

PRUNING SHOULD 


START AT ONCE 


Shrubs Which Bloom In 


The Fall Should Be 


Trimmed Now. 


Work of pruning shrubs that 
bloom in the fall should start right 
away, according to Prof. C. C. Wig- 
gans, professor of horticulture at 
the University of Nebraska college 
of agriculture. Species that bloom 
early this spring, however, should 
not be pruned until after bloom is 
over. Included in the latter group 
is Spirea, Golden Bell, Japanese 
Quince, and Flowering Almond. 
Hedges Need Care. 
Foliage shrubs, such as used for 
hedges, should be pruned now, and 
pepole having evergreens are ad- 
vised to trim and shape them at 
this time. "Pruning," said Prof. 
Wiggans, "has as the objective the 
removing of older wood to stimu- 
ate new growth. Shrubs that bloom 
n the fall, therefore, should be 
>runed at once so that the new 
jlossoms will appear on the termi- 
nals of this year's growth." 
Climb Jip varieties of roses, how- 
ever, should not be pruned until 
after they have bloomed, but it is 
advisable to prune the hybrid or 
;ea varieties at once. The horticul- 
;urist also advised that Dahlia! 
should be staked when seeded, and

Gladiolus, on the other hand, need 
p'eaty of sun 
Annuals, including Sweet Alys- 


SUBI, Phlox. Zinnias, Mangolds, and 
China Asters, should have been 
planted some time ajo, Prof. Wig- 
zans pointed out, and at the same 
time said ttiat people who haven't 
uncovered their perennials, such as 
Iris, Peonies, Phlox, etc., should do 
so at once. 


Chinch Bug Infestation 


Anticipated In State 


O. S. Bare Believes Insecte May 


Be Difficult To Control 


In Some Sections. 


Chinch bugs went into winter 


Quarters in good shape, and unfor- 
tunately came out in equally good 
shape according to O. S. Bare, ex- 
tens'on entomologist at the college 
of agriculture. The 
entomologist 
also said that reports from Iowa en- 
tomologists 
have revealed that 
chinch bugs in that state came 
through the winter with about a 
1 per cent mortality. 
"We have done just as well," Bare 
declared. "Iowa never could put 
anvthrng over on us!" 
However, Nebraska farmers 


from the Platte valley south, and 
especially in the southeastern part 
of the state are going to have con- 
siderable 
difficulty in controlling 
the chinch bugs, the entomologist 
said. Nothing can be done with 
them right now, although when the 
young brood come on. barriers of 
cieosote and gas tar are effec- 
tive in destroying a great many of 
them. Burning fence rows, waste 
lands, and road sides will help some 
the entomologist continued, although 
the best time to burn is in Novem- 
ber and December. 
The bugs, according to the ento- 
mologist suck the sap from the stem 
and leaves of small grain plants, 
and after destroying a field will at- 
tack corn. "The corn looks like it 
had been seared with hot, dry winds, 
after chinch bugs infest it," Bare 
said. 
Declaring that middle west faces 
prospects of a tremendous loss from 
chinch bugs infestation this year 
Bare said that Nebraska is not as 
bad off as some states. "It is large- 
lv a question 
of moisture," he 
stated, "If we have plenty of hot 
wet weather we won't have much 
trouble from either chinch bugs or 
grasshoppers." 


Rumor has it, according to M. P. 


Brunig, of the college of agricul- 
ture, that cattle and horses have a 
great deal of respect for an electric 
fence. It is reported, he goes on to 
say, that with a wire so charged 
surrounding them, they are content 
to stand awav from the fence and 
look at the nice green crops on the 
other side. Even hogs are kept in 
bounds by this magic fence, accoid- 
ing to the engineering instructor. 


Temporary Fence. 
"At present," said Mr. Brunig, "it 
eems to be recommended very 
much for temporary fence, and 
with little limitations for permanent 
ence. It consists of an arrangement 
or keeping one or two wires 
jharged with electricity, and fence 
posts may be placed as far apart 
is three or four rods. Since smooth 
wife may be used, cuts due to barb 
wire may be eliminated, and it is 
cheaper because less wire and posts 
are needed." 
The engineer also went on to 
point out that it need not be dan- 
[erous to human beings, although

he admits that a neighbor's dignity 
may be upset if he is not aware 
that the fence is charged.

Some Problems. 
Problems of the fence are to se- 
cure proper insulation in all kinds 
of weather, he pointed out, inas- 
much as when the ground becomes 
dry enough to act as an insulator, 
the wires lose part of the effective- 
ness, and if the weather is wet. you 
may have a live wire grounded by 
a water film. 
"However," Brunig asserts, "we 
have to admit there are possibilities 
in this use of electricity for fences. 
If you can keep up half the posts 
and half the wire on a mile of fence 
at an annual cost of less than two 
dollars per year; if you can elim- 
inate the heavy cumbersome gates 
and the labor of operating them: if 
you can reduce the number of barb 
wire cuts per year to zero; it is cer- 
tainly something worth thinking 
about."

Keim, head of the agronomy de- 
partment at the college of agricul- 
ture. Here is what should be done: 
1. If you seed either in 
the 
spring or in the fall, seed just as 
early as you can. 
2. After seeding, 
if 
water 
is 
available, keep the ground moist 
until the blue grass has covered the 
ground 
3. Do not mow too closely at any 
time. Watch the season. If you have 
plenty of moisture you can mow 
more often and more closely than 
you can if it is dry. 
4. Fertilize the lawn so that the 
blue grass furnishes plenty of com- 
petition for other weeds. 
5. Last, there is no way of get- 
ting around a certain amount of 
hand weeding. Ten or fifteen min- 
utes a day pulling crab grass and 
dandelions and the like will usually 
be sufficient to keep the average 
lawn looking fairly well. 
Dr. Keim also declared that he 
was not much in favor of "soaking" 
the lawns during the hot, dry spells. 
The agronomist pointed out that 
this encourages crab grass or water 
grc«?, and that in his estimation 
one should sprinkle just enough to 
keep the blue grass more or less 
green, but not enough to encourage 
the growth of the less desirable 
grasses. 


INFERIOR WHEAT 


Federal Men Say Most of 


Low Quality Grain Is 


Grown In West. 


According to federal grain super- 


visors, most of the spring wheat of 
low milling quality such as Hump- 
back, is now grown in several re- 
gions in western Nebraska. This 
wheat, they say, comes from pro- 
duction areas where the different 
classes of wheat overlap, and to 
a considerable extent is caused by 
the reseeding of winter wheat fields 
with spring wheat seed 
It is also 
pointed out that the average farmer 
uses seed at hand without regard 
to its freedom from smut, rye mix- 
tures, or other degrading qualities. 
There is little doubt as to the in- 
terior milling qualities of Hump- 
back and Ghirka, according to Dr. 
D. A. Coleman, in charge of milling 
and baking investigation in the 
United States department of agri- 
culture. In a comparison of the 
milling quality of 35 lots of Ghirka, 
with 35 lots of Marquis, the results 
show an average milling yield of 
69.5 for Marquis and 66.4 for Ghir- 
ka. Dr. Coleman also points out 
that the Humpback and Ghirka va- 
rieties are poorly adapted to the 
manufacture of bread flour. The 
flour of these spring wheats is low 
in protein thus making bread small 
in size, poor m color, and harsh in 
grain and texrural appearances. 
Federal authorities advise Ne- 


braska spring wheat farmers to send 
samples of spring wheat seed either 
to the University of Nebraska col- 
lege of agriculture, or to the fed- 
eral grain supervisor in Omaha for 
examination as to grade and class. 
Inquiries concerning supplies of seed 
of satisfactory variety and quality 
can also be obtained from these 
sources.

On my desk is a letter from a 
reader who writes, "Wonder if you 
would care to publish an article on 
the proper flow- 
ers for a rock 
garden. If you 
can use it, O. K. 
If not, t h r o w 
these s h e e t s 
away." 
We want to as- 
sure this reader 
that we do not 
throw away a 
•good suggestion 
"like hers. Rather 
we wan t to 
t h a n k her for 
this kindness in 
mailing these 
helpful hints. 
She writes: 
" I n m a k i n g a 
rock garden, remember to plant a 
background, as that is half of the 
earden 
A corner of the yard is 
best 
with plenty of 
sunshine. 
Sumac trees, all you care to get, 
may be had by driving along a 
timber road and digging 
them 
yourself. Anthony waterer, bndal 
•wreath and even holly hock make 
^; ftnice background. Plant them far 
'enough back so as not to overhang 
your garden when they are fully 
grown. 


"Now, 
as to the garden itself. 
Snow-drop, crocus, grape hyacinth, 
and the tulips make a good spring 
showing. Plant them in bunches of 
six or eight as the bulbs are so 
small. 
After 
they are 
through 
blooming, plant moss rose seed 
(portulacs). Taller plants should be 
planted to the back to give height. 
Annual larkspur and delphiniums, 
baby breath, and cosmos are good 
for this purpose. Gaillardia, core- 
opsis, stockesia, phlox and daisies 
come next. 
"Then for a front, low line, use 
creeping phlox, hardy candy tuft. 
Iceland poppy. Don't forget the 
everblooming violas They are so 
sweet and scented, the most beau- 
tiful being the jersey gem and the 
apricot. Other low growing plants 
include sand verbenas, sweet alys- 
sum and many pansies. Oriental 
poppies and lilies are good toward 
the back. The old standbys, the pe- 
tunia and zinnia, should not be 
forgotten. 
"A good space should be allowed 


for the hardy basket of gold alys- 
sum as it spreads itself out. Grow- 
ing things to avoid in the rock 
garden are fast creeping vines and 
the Chinese lanterns, as they soon 
smother out the others. Rose bushes 
should be kept far away, for their 
roots spread fast 
"A comer should be nlanted with 
sedums. There are tall, short and 
spreading kinds, kinds that flower 


id those that don't, so you can 
a fine corner Also have a 
cactus corner, by all means Just 
put cactuses out in their pots so 
that tbe pots touch one another. 
Then cover the whole outfit with 
sand. Th:s gives them that desert 
look. And this is how cactuses like 
to i*row. 
"Rock gardens need not mean ex- 
tra hard work for you to keep look- 
ing nice at all times, as they are 
less weedy and more showy than 
the old style flower beds. And they 
will more than repay you for what 
money you spend on them by 
blooming from early spring until 
late fall. Do not winter—cover them 
as the leaves pack down around the 
•rocks and smother the roots. Do not 
trv to nlace the rocks too artistic- 
ally. They look better if they are 
thrrwn here and there, more nat- 
ural like, than when they are 
planted to show off. No one should 
be lonely if she plants flowers, and 
the flowers repay one hundred 
lold."

For Ferns. 
Light a spoonful of sulphur on a 
broken dish or piece of tin, hold it 
under" the plant and let the fumes 
go up through the plant. The bugs 
will all drop off. You may have to 
do it two or three times but you 
will get rid of the pests for good 
and not injure the plant. I had 
five Jerusalem wild cherries in the 
house this winter. You know they 
are beautiful, a little tree about two 
feet high, all covered with little 
white star flowers and green and 
red cherries, all at the same time. 
The cherries are about the size of a 
large orchard cherry and just as 
red as blood. The tree hangs full of 
them. Well, before I knew it, they 


got full of tiny, white bugs. I used 
itulphur and got rid of them in 
short order. By the way, I have 
lots of seed from my cherries and 
any of your readers that would like 
some and will send me a self-ad- 
dressed, stamped envelope, may 
have some seeds.

SPEED TRAIN ON 
EXHIBIT SUNDAY 


U. P.'s New Passenger 
Carrier to be Open for 


Inspection Here. 


From noon Sunday 
until 10 
o'clock that evening Lincoln people 
will have an opportunity to inspect 
the new Union Pacific streamlined 
speed train, according to officials of 
the roads here. The train will be 
open for inspection at the station, 
Seventh and P street, following an 
inspection in the morning at Beat- 
rice. 


More than a million persons have 
actually passed through this train 
in the course of its exhibition tour 
which began in Washington, D. C, 
on February 16. The Washington 
showing followed the first inspection 
of the tram by President Roosevelt 
and members of his official family 
on February 15. The train was 
taken to Washington by the Union 
Pacific at the specific request of 
the president. 
The exhibition tour, which will 
have attained a toal of over 10,- 
000 miles by the time the train 
reaches Omaha next Monday morn- 
ing, has extended from Washington, 
through Chicago to Los Angeles, up 
thg Pacific coast to Seattle and 
thence through the northwest via 
Union Pacific line to Kansas City 
and back to its home port via Lin- 
coln. 


While a million persons 
have 
passed through its aisles and worn 
out four sets of carpets, other rail- 
lions, estimated to be at least three 
times the number of those who have 
actually been inside the train, have 
viewed it as its passed along the 
railroad or halted briefly at nearly 
five hundred cities and towns along 
its route. It is the first stream lined 
train ever to have been built by any 
American railroad. 


To Present Souvenir Coins. 


A souvenir coin, made of the same 
aluminum alloy of which the train 
is constructed, is presented 
U> ev- 
ery person passing tnrough the 
tram. The second million of such 
commemorative coins is now being 
distributed. 
More than anything else, the sleek 
exterior of the train looks like a 
Slant airplane fuselage mounted en, 
;rucks—a long, tubular snape that 
lugs the rails with but 9% inches 
between its body and tbe rails over 
which it flashes. 
The first car of this articulated 
;hree-car train contains a compact 
engine room, a 32-foot mail com- 
partment, fitted with the latest de- 
vices of the United States railway 
mail service, and a baggage com- 
partment which takes up the re- 
maining room. The engineer or mo- 
torman, operates the train from 
a cabin located above and in front 
of the engine room—a cabin very 
similar to the pilot's cabin in a 
commercial airplane. 
The 116 passengers 
which 
the 
train will accommodate when it is 
placed in commercial service will 
have every comfort and convenience. 
The exterior of the train is paint- 
ed a canary yellow (because of its 
maximum visibility) and 
rnmed 
with golden brown whicn covers the 
canopied roof and bottom of the 
train. A narrow band of red between 
the yellow and the brown extends 
the full length of the train and ac- 
centuates the streamlining.

"If properly kept, the books will 
aid the fanner in avoiding many 
delays in getting his checks," Bro- 
kaw 
declared, and added that 
farmers living in counties where 
AAA account books have not as 
yet been distributed will be noti- 
fied of a meeting in their county 
within tbe next two weeks.

Hello and Goodby. 
The reporter murmurs apologetic- 


ally that he had forgotten that 
salient fact, poens the phone book, 
closes his eyes, and decides to call 
the first number his finger stops 
on.VOICE: Hello. 
REPORTER: Do you know what 
day this is, please? 
VOICE: Why it's Friday. 
REPORTER: Friday what? 
VOICE: 'Friday what.' It's just 
plain Friday, that's all, what of it? 
REPORTER: Excuse me please, 
I'm afraid I have the wrong num- 
ber. (Hangs up.) 
The reporter tries this a few 
more times and finds out the fol- 
lowing things: Mrs. B. once had a 
cake burn in the oven on Friday 
the thirteenth because a stray dog 
was bothering her cat.

State Last Year. 


Relief expenditures in Nebraska 
last year more than doubled the I 
money expended for the same pur- 
pose in 1932. 
The first complete tabulation of 
relief 
expenditures 
by Nebraska 
counties last year, released Friday 
by Mrs. Clara Clayton, state child 
welfare director, shows a total of 
$2.288.551. This coupled with ap- 
pfoximately $2.000,000 supplied by 
the federal government through di- 
rect relief, work relief, CWA, CWS, 
brings to almost four and a quarter 
million dollars relief expenditures 
in this state last year, against $1.- 
961.666 spent in 1932. 
There was no federal relief money 
spent in Nebraska in 1932, the en- 
tire burden falling upon the coun- 
ties. The tabulation reveals that the 
counties increased their relief ex- 
penditures in 1933 by about $325,000 
over those of 1932. 
Approach $5,000,000 Figure. 
Relief expenditures last year, as 


shown by the final tabulation, ap- 
proach the $5,000,000 figure which 
Randall Biart. state relief director, 
estimated would be required when 
the federal program was commenc- 
ing last fall. 
These expenditures did not in- 
clude fuai" T. fo/ poor relief 
from 
private sources such as the Red 
Cross, various community chests 
and other welfare activities which 
amounted to additional thousands 
of dollars. 
A few counties last year almost 


doubled the amount spent from 
their own tax funds for relief com- 
pared with the preceding year. 
These were Arthur, Gage, Gosper, 
and 
Hitchcock 
counties. 
Three 
counties. Franklin. Garfield 
and 
Keith, more than doubled their tax 
relief spending last year. 
Although ths counties altogether 


increased then* relief spending in 
1933 by more than $325,000 forty- 
one counties spent less last year 
than the previous year. In ten of 
these counties, the reduction was 
negligible.

An enthusiastic band of 
freshmen served notice on the vets Thursday afternoon when 
the Blue team of yearlings slapped a 6-0 defeat on the Reds 
in the final game of the spring training season. 


learltafs Score On Passes. 


Two well-executed pass plays, 
with Henry "Chief" Bauer on the 
throwing end and Lester McDonald, 
Grand Island tall boy, and Lloyd 
Cardwell, Seward's versatile athlete, 
covered 78 yards and netted the 
touchdown. The spectacular flips 
came in the dying moments of the 
second quarter, the final pass to 
Cardwell covering 28 yards and giv- 
ing the Seward boy an opportunity 
to sprint 12 yards across the final 
chalk-mark. 
While the Blues resorted to the 
air lanes to produce the winning 
touchdown, their margin of superi- 
ority was even more decisive than 
the score indicates. At no time was 
the Red team able to get nearer 
than 20 yards of the Blue goal, 
while the frosh on at least three 
occasions were m position to file 
strong scoring bids. 
Going into a stiff wind, the Blues 
chalked up two first downs during 
the first quarter, Cardwell breaking 
away for 12 yards and then taking 
a pass from Bauer for 13 yards 
more The veteran line stiffened at 
this point and a punt soon had the 
Blues back in their own territory. 


Cardwell Goes Across. 


Given the wind advantage during 
the second quarter, Douglas passed 
to Cardwell for a 52-yard gain to 
start the second period. The Blues 
were headed toward a touchdown, 
but Johnny Williams broke up the 
rally with a pass interception on 
the Reds' 15-yard lir°.

Senate Votes to 
Make Income Tax 


Returns Public 


WASHINGTON, April 13—(AP)— 


The senate today voted to make all 
Income tax returns subject to pub- 
lic inspection. 
The publicity amendment was ap- 


proved. 41 to 34. 
It adopted an amendment to the 
revenue bill by Senator La FOllette. 
republican. Wisconsin, to this end 
after contentions were made such a 
policy would serve to minimize tax- 
dodging. 
The proposal would make the re- 
turns "Sopen to public examination 
and inspection" and would make it 
mandatory that rules be promul- 
gated by the secretary of the treas- 
ury and approved by the president 
to permit this. 
"The real purpose of this amend- 
ment is to increase the honest rev- 
enue to the government," said Sen- 
ator Norris. republican. Nebraska, 
addine that secrecy reduces tax 
collections. 
"This won't hurt a single citizen 
and will bring millions of dollars 
into the treasury," he said. 
Senator Murphy, democrat. Iowa, 
opposed the amendment on the 
ground it "destroys all privacy of 
an individual." 
'It isn't any of the public's busi- 
ness." he said. "It is the business of 
the aeents of the public and we em- 
plov those agents." 
The senate earlier approved a fi- 
nance committee amendment to the 
revenue bill to reduce from S to 1 
cent per $100 the stamp tax on sales 
of nroduce for future delivery. 
The committee reported the tax 
was "seriously interfering" with 
normal business transactions on the 
exchanges. 
A vote on the revenue bill was 


due before night.

Q. What is weighted silk? 
A. Silk yarn or cloth is soaked 
in an aqueous solution of stannic 
chloride and then washed exhaus- 
tively -with water to precipitate hy- 
drated stannic oxide; then ths 
weighted silk is soaked in a solution 
of sodium phosphate and the stan- 
nic oxide, already present in the 
fiber, is rendered insoluble in the 
solution of stannic oxide chloride, 
and so with each repetition of the 
same series of operations, a further 
quantity of stannic oxide is fixed in 
the silk which may be treated fin- 
ally with a solution of sodium sili- 
cate. The mineral matter, beside 
adding weight, makes the 
fibers 


somewhat thicker, thus increasing 
their covering power and allowing 
cheapsr goods to be made of 
weighted than of unweighted silk.
